Senator Hiram Johnson of California, whose name was 
written in by many voters especially in Cook county, polled 
a large vote. 
In Cook county he received 40,881 votes, of 
which 5,365 were cast by women. 
General Wood carried Cook county by 27,443 but this 
lead w a s overcome by Governor Lowden’s downstate vote.
